WM. BIGGS 


Well Known 
OUio 


Pioneer Dead. 


Valley 


Successful Buglnesa 9Ian With Many In- 


terests In Portsmouth—Owner of the 


Biggs House—Died at Hantlngton 


Age 97 Yeara-Sketcli of Hie Life. 


William Biggs, fiom whom 
the 


Biggs House in this city derived its 
name, died at Huntington, W. Va., 
Saturday morning, at the advanced 
age of 97. He was well known in this 
city, having lived at the Biggs landing 
in Greenup county, Ky.t for many 
years. He had large business interests 
in this city, owning considerable prop- 
erty, and some of his family owning 
the Biggs House at the time of his 
death. 


He was for twenty years a director of 


the A. O. & I. railroad in Kentucky, 
was several terms sheriff of Greenup 
county and a large stockholder in sev 
eral iron furnaces about Ashland and 
Ironton. He was well known by river 
men from Cincinnati to 
Pittsburg, 


doing a great amount of shipping and 
travel on the river. He has been all 
his life a very active man and con- 
tinued to look after much of his large 
business interests personally until quite 
recently. 
He owned a fine farm just 


below Greenup, on which he formerly 
resided. 
He was resolute in his under- 


takings, seemingly always determined 
that his plans should nut be thwarted. 
As an instance of this, some time in 
the '30-'s he rented what was after- 
wards known as the Biggs farm, with 
the expectation of buying it at some 
future time. 
The owner resided in 


Louisville. 
A short time after he rode 


up to Greennp, and the postmaster, 
who was a friend of his, said to him: 
"Mr. Biggs, that farm on which yon 
live will be sold within ten days. This 
morning a gentleman mailed a letter 
offering the owner his price for it." 


At that time the mails were carried 


overland by horseback, and it required 
some time for a letter to reach Louis- 
ville. 


"All right," aays Mr. Bigga, "Iwill 


beat that letter." Mounting a fleet 
horse, he rode to Louisville, having to 
swim the Licking and other streams, 
bought the farm, and a few hours after 
the deed was signed the letter arrived. 
He had gained the day, aud never 
parted with the farm he made the long 
and daring ride to secure. 


For several years 
before the war 


he was a large slave owner, and severa 
colored people'now iu this city were at 
one time the property of "Billy1 
Biggs, as he was familiarly called. 
The writer of this article can remem- 
ber in boyhood days of living on the 
Ohio side, opposite the Bigga farm, and 
of seeing the slaves going to aud from 
their work in the fields. 


Mr. Biggs was born in September, 


1SOO, at the time o! his death being 
almost 97 years old. He raised a large 
family, many of them still Iwing, the 
oldest being probably 70 years. 
The 


wife of the deceased died several years 
ago, 
and since that time he has made 


his home with his children, staying the 
greater part of the time with George 
Biggs, the youngest son, and Mrs. Dr. 
Beardsley, a daughter, at Hnntingtou, 
W. Va. 
At the age of seventy-five Mr. 


Biggs became a member of the Presby- 
terian church and lived a consistent 
member of that church until his death. 
While he was all his life an energetic, 
active, money-making man, having ac- 
cumulated possibly §300,000, he was 
always liberal and charitable, ready at 
all times to relieve suffering or assist 
in any worthy enterprise, He was 
quick in his decisions upon any ques 
tion, yet his judgment was always re 
spected. 
His investments were always 


carefully made, and the large fortune 
accumulated is evidence of good judg- 
ment. 
A few years ago he divided his 


property as near equally as possible 
among his children. 
The Biggs House 


property being difficult to divide, ho 
formed it into a stock company, mak- 
ing each of his children stockholders, 
and the property remains in control of 
this stock company today. 
It can well 


be said of William Biggs that this 
country was made better by his having 
lived in it. 
Peace to his ashes.

He hoped the

cinnati authoriies to watch tbe Ports- 
mouth trains. 


The man who did the stabbing is 


Joe Boldman, and his victim is Sher- 
man Stall. 
Both 
participants 
are 


young men, about, 22 years of age. 
Boldmau has a bad reputation, while 
Stall is known as a quiet, peaceable, 
hard-working citizen. 
A woman of 


bad character is the cause of the whole 
affair. 
Dora Henry is her name, and 


she has been keeping company with 
BoWman, by whom, in is said, she has 
had two children. 
Boldman had told 


her that Stall's relations with a certain 
young lady wero uot above reproach. 
She repeated the remark to Stall. She 
had previously stirred up ^considerable 
feeling between the men, and Sunday 
told Geo. Allen and another man that 
Boldman was going to do Stall up that 
day. 
Stall boards at Andrew Pol- 


lock's, near Henry Springe, and Sun- 
day afternoon he had gone to a neigh- 
bor's to play croquet, as he has been in 
the habit of doing every Sunday. Bold- 
man had called on the Henry girl and 
from there went to Jack Duncan's 
house to wait for Stall, who had to 
pass there on his way home. Stall ap- 
peared about seven o'clock and Bold- 
mau accosted him. 
A number of peo- 


ple who were near heard the lie passed 
and saw Boldman hit Stall with his 
fist in the face. 
Before Stall had time 


to recover Boldman drew a knife and 
thrust it into his left side. 
It went in 


over four inches, passing between the 
first and second ribs and penetrating 
the lung. 
It made a out about one 


inoh wide. 
The seven men and two 


women who witnessed the affair ran to 
Stall's assistance. 
Boldmau sat on a 


lumber pile a moment and then quietly 
walked past the crowd and disappeared 
down the road. 
The injured man was 


taken to Pollock's house and a mes- 
senger sent after Dr. Warwick, [at Lu- 
oasville. 
The doctor had not arrived 


when Mr. Allen left at two o'clock this 
morning. 
Stall was still alive and 


conscious, but was bleeding internally 
and it was thought could not possibly 
live. 


In falling, Stall caught Boldman's 


right thumb in his mouth, and hold- 
ing him in that way, ^beat and kicked 
Boldman up considerably. 
Boldman 


stopped at a neighbor's and had his 
thumb dressed. 
It was badly lacerated 


and he was otherwise injured. 


Boldman had intended leaving this 


morning for 
Indiana, 
\yhere 
his 


brothers live, and it was thought he 
would take the early 0., P. & V. train. 
Some who saw him after the occurrence 
were of the opinion, however, that he 
was too jbadly beaten up to go and 
would probably stay around there sev- 
eral days. 
He has spent part of the 


time with his brothers in Indiana, but 
most of the time with relatives on 
Duck Run. 


Dr. Warwick, of Lncasville, tele- 


graphed the Times at two o'clock this 
afternoon that he had not yet seen 
Stall and did not know his condition.

What Congress Has Accom- 


plUfaed Since March 15. 


iUMMABY OF NEW LAWS ENACTED 


Vh« Enactment of tto« Tariff Act WM 


Prv-Kmloentlj the Matter For Which 
the Statesmen Were Summoned In Spe- 
cial Sculoii — Four Delinquent Appro- 
priation JBills Were A1»o Paued. 
Washington, July 26.— The extraor- 


Ilnary session of congress which has 
Juat closed was called by President Mc- 
Inley two days after he took the oath 
of office on the steps of the Capitol. 
It met in pursuance to his proclama- 
tion at noon, March 15. 


The special message transmitted by 


him to both houses on the opening day 
was' brief. It explained the deficiencies 
: 
;in the revenues, reviewed the bond 
Isues of the last administration and 
urged congress promptly to correct the 
then existing condition by passing a 
tariff bill that would supply 
ample 


.revenues for the suport of tfue govern- 
ment and the liquidation of bhe public 
debt 


No other legislation was mentioned 


In the message and the tariff bill has 
been the all-absorbing feature of tbe 
session. 


The Republican 
members 
of 
the 


ways and means committee of the pre- 
ceding 
house had 
been at 
work 


throughout the short session 
which 


ended March 4 giving 'hearings 
and 


preparing the 'bill which was to he 
submitted to the extra session. Three 
days after the session, opened the tariff 
bill was reported to the house by the 
•ways and means committee, and fli 
days later, March 31, it passed the 
house. 


Went to the Senate. 


It went to the senate, was referred 


to the committee on finance and the 
Republican memibers of the committee 
spent a month and three days in its 
consideration and 
in 
preparing the 


amendment*, which were submitted 
to the senate May 7, and exactly two 
months later, July 7. it passed the sen- 
ate with 872 amendments. 


* 
The bill then went 
to 
conference, 


where, after a 10-day struggle, on July 
12, afcomplete agreement was reached 
by which the senate receded from 118 
amendments and the house from 511. 
The others, 243 in number, were com- 
promised. 


The conference report was adopted 


by the house July 19 at the conclusion 
of 12 hours continuous debate. 
The 


report was taken up in the senate on 
July 20 and adopted July 24 by a vote 
of 40 yeas to 30 nays. The 'tariff bill 
was signed by Ihc president the same 
day and is now afull-fledgecl law. 


Congress did not devote its 
atten- 


tion entirely to the tariff, though It 
did subordinate 
everything 
else 
to 


this one measure. 


The four appropriation bills which 


tailed on March 4 last in themselves 
would have compelled President Mc- 
Kinley to call congress in extra ses- 
sion even if the necessity for a revis- 
ion of the tariff ha-d not existed. 


Those appropriation hills were the 


sundry civil, the agricultural, the In- 
dian and the gennral deficiency. These 
tills were introduced and passed by 
pthe house 
in 
the 
identical form in 


which they existed at. the time of their 
failure of enactment into law at the 
preceding congress, 
but 
they 
were 


amended in some important particlars 
by the senate, and when they finally 
tecame laws contained more or less 
new legislation of interest arid impor- 
tance. 


Money For Paris Exposition. 


The general deficiency carried a pro- 


viiUm accepting the invitation -to take 
part in the Paris 
exposition in 1900 


Raft appropriated ?25,000 to defray the 
(preliminary 
expenses, and appropri- 


ated $150,000 for a new immigrant sta- 
tion at New York to replace the one 
destroyed by fire. 


By far the most important piece of 


new legislation in tbe bill, however, 
•was that limiting the cost of armor 
plate for the three new battleships to 
$300 per ton. 
In case tbe secretary of 


the navy should find it imposible to 
make contracts for armor plate within 
the price fixed, he was authorized by 
this provision to take steps to estab- 
lish a government armor factory of 
sufficient capacity to make the armor. 


In executing this authority he must 


prepare a description and plans and 
specifications 
of 
the laud, buildings 


and 
machinery suitable for the fac- 


tory; advertise for proposals and re- 
port to congress at its next session. 


The question of opening to entry the 


ric.h gilsonlte deposits in the Uncom- 
pahgre reservation in Utah was also 
compromised by opening such agricul- 
tural lands as have not been allolted 
to the TJncompahgrr; Indians on April 
1, ]S9S. to entry, but reserving to the 
United States title in lands contain- 
ing gilsonite. asphalt or other like 
substances.

Fifty thousand dollars were appro- 


priated for the relief of American cit- 
liens in Cuba. »t the solicitation of tat 


president; $209,000 were appropriated 
for .the reli«f of the Mississippi flood 
sufferers; a resolution was passed au- 
thorizing the secretary of the navy to 
transport supplies contributed for the 
relief of the poor arid famishing in In- 
dia, and $50,000 were appropriated for 
the entertainment and expenses of the 
delegates to the universal postal con- 
vention who met in this city. 


Doings In the Senate. 


The senate not being confined as to 


the scope of its legislation dealt with 
n number of important subjects both 
in and out of executive session. One oi 
these which attracted wide attention 
was the genera! arbitration treaty ne- 
gotiated by President Cleveland with 
Great Britain. 


After exhaustive consideration, de- 


spite the great pressure 
brought to 


bear upon the senate by religious and 
commercial bodies 
throughout 
the
